MAGNANIMITY—DEECHER-WISE AND OTHERWISE. 

We hiave been most anxious that, in the settlement 
of our great National difference, the North should 
deal generously with the South. Only let Slavery bo 
utterly aunihilated—root, branch and suckoré—and 
no cost could be too great to insure a perfect recon 
cilement of those so lately divided by the maddening 
strife of Civil War. We labored and dared—not once 
only but persistently—to ‘have that strife ended by a 
nogotiation or treaty which should detine the rights of 
all parties aud preclude the possibility of confiscations 

executions for treason. Indeed, we should 
have much preferred that tbe last billion of 
dollars that tho war cost should have" been 
expended in rebuilding and repleyisbing the honies of 
tho South rather than in continuing their devastation. 
So, whon at lust thy Rebelliomhad utterly collapsed and 
fallon into absoluto ruin, our first’ thonzht was to saye 
thoas engaged in it from furtbey inflictions, onr first 
utterance a plen that they chould be treated with 
maguanimity. At the moment when the assassination 
of President Lincoln bad infuriated the loyal millions, 
so that their ears were temporarily deaf to the plead- 
iuga of merey, when Andrew Johnson, The Herald, 
The Times, aud other Johneonian ornclce, ‘were de- 
olaring tbat ‘Treason must be made odious" by yen- 
geance avd bloodshed, we did our utmost to calm 
the popular fury which they were so needlessly 
aggravating, aud pleaded for conciliation aud pence. 
Thousands of subseribers_left us, therefore, never to 
return; bundreds of g-icved. but. furbeoring friends 
wrote us thot we were defying pnblic sentiment—ss 
if we did-not know the fact, or as if that fact might in- 
fluonce our course. Even down to o very late day, 
tho fact that we wero seeking to have Jefierson Davis 
cithor promptly and fairly tried according to the laws of 
tho land or liberated with his follow insurgents, has 
boon used by The Times and its echoes to excite 
against us the bitterest prejudice throughout the loyal 
States. 

But there ie just one test of magnanimity that we 
cannot abide, and thatis the surrender of tbe Black 
Unionists to the uncontrolled domiuation of their 
White enomies. We cannot, even for magnapimity’s 
aake, bo faithless and ungrateful. The Four Millions 
of Southern Blacks were called to her defense bythe 
Nation in ber hour of mortal peril. They ‘were 
promised their frecdom in case of her triumph; and 
our honor is pledged to tho complete fulfillment of 
that pledge. Whatever ofsacrifice, pecuniary or other- 
wise, may be required, the Blacks most be free as we 
aro, with Jike gudranties that their liberty is no snare 
and no accident. The promise given in the agony of 
{mponding National dissolution must bo kept in the 
fall sanshine of National deliverance and prosperity. 
‘Two himdred thousand Blacks who enlisted to fight 
for tho Union, of whom Twenty-oight Thousand died in 
hor service, cannot, in full view of Memphis and New 
Orleans, be left to such treatmout as those thoy ¢ 
listed to put down shall gee fit to accord. them, with 
out the blackest perfidy and ingratitude. Tho mi 
nanimity of a guardiau who should wake a present ¢ 
his ward's estate to a mistress, trustiog that she would 
doal gencrouely by the rightful owner, must not be 
imitated by onr rescued country.

A188 ROSSETTI'S POSS. 
POEMS UY CHRISTINA G. ROSSETT}. 16m 


‘Tho nont and attractive volumo by which Miss Ros- 
sotti is now first introduced to Amorican readers com- 
priaes tho contents of tivo little books which sho bas 
published in England. Tho first of these—Tho 
Goblin Market sud other Poems”—appoared two or 
threo oars a —* Phe Princ 
—hns just been Both were reooived in the old 
country with very grent fayor, and tho author has 
gouerally been recognized a3 ono of tho best of tho 
younger school of English poets, which numbers Bu- 
chanan, Swinbarne, nud Jean Ingelow among its most 
distingnished name:, While we are not ready to 
agroo with this popular verdict, believing that Miss 
Rossetti is greatly inferior to the first two of theso 
threo, and infdrior also in a loss marked degros to the 
Inst, wo aro freo to admit that Ler poems nro charac- 
terized by a dolicate play of fancy, a tenderness of 
thonght, and for the most part a neatness of oxpres- 
sion and yersification which raiso them vory far aboyo 
tho ophemeral yorses of tho day, Mnoy of them 
touoh upon simple nnd familiar themes which appeal 
roadily to tho popular hoart, and their sentimout i: 
ily undorstood. Miss Rossetti is incapablo of yery 
p thought, or of a prolonged fl 
but sho raroly or never resorts to the incomprehensible 
—that common refuge of poctical weaklings—or at- 
tompts to concen! poverty of ideas under onigmatical 
forms of oxpression, Her verses will not bear close 
study; but thon, os somo compensation for that, they 
do not need it. 

“Tho Goblin Markot” is graceful, tender, and fan- 
ciful; but not highly imaginative, and, as in wany of 
the author's otuer poomns, the conclusion is weak and 
out of proportion, A few oxtracta from this pleco will 
give a fair idea of tho average anerit of tho book:
